In this big election year, local voters can really set an 
example for others in the county and in the state. Instead of 
about 25 per cent or at most 60 per cent of the population 
going to the polls, the turn out should be 100 per cent. 

If suddenly. we were not permitted to vote, all of us 
would feel like rebelling. 


Well, we have the right to vote. And so let’s do it. 


The School Boundary Election 


Change in the school district boundary between Upland 
and Ontario is an issue in a special election Friday for resi- 
dents who live in the area under consideration. 


At present, the Ontario school district extends north to 
the Santa Fe right-of-way. The Upland city boundary is at 
the S@n Bernardino freeway. The proposal is for that area to 
secede from the Ontario school district and become a part 
of the Upland school district. 


In that area are nearly 900 families with about 450 chil- 
dren of elementary school age. 


If ever the school boundary is going to be changed, 
sooner the better. In one, two or five years, the population 
in the area under consideration will be much larger and 
eventually, it will be solidly developed as a residential com- 
munity. 


When a change is ever made, confusion is certain to 
prevail due to the inability of the Upland school district to 
immediately provide suitable accommodations. For the long 
range good to the community, we believerthe change should 
be mace now, rather than delay the question for future years. 

The only consideration in the matter is “What is Best 
for the Children?” 


It is very likely the freeway will remain for a long time 
as the southern boundary for the Upland high school. In other 
words, students living north of the freeway will attend high 
school in Upland. Children living north of the freeway are 
inculded in all city affairs — recreation, municipal, civic and 
business. Most of the families in that area primarily have 
connections with Upland churches, lodges, clubs and other 
social contacts. 


When the school enrollment is sufficient to justify location 
of a school building within the neighborhood, such a develop- 
ment is very likely by the Upland board of education. Of 

‘course, this is not promised: only future members of the. board 
will decide that matter. 


The fact remains, the Ontario board of education is net 
vegy likely to place a school in an area that at some future 
time might secede. Logically, the freeway is a dividing line 
between the two municipalities and the two school districts.
